Taking the traditional 
shopping trip to a whole 
new level, Bay Area resi- 
dents aren’t going to malls 
just to buy shoes anymore 
— instead, they’re mov- 
ing in. 

In an attempt to draw 
new crowds, a growing 
number of malls are build- 
ing housing amid their 
movie theaters and Aber- 
crombie & Fitch stores. It’s 
a solution intended to keep 
malls relevant as many re- 
tailers struggle, and one 
experts say may play a role 


in easing the region’s hous- 
ing shortage. 

“It’s pretty depressing 
when you see a lot of these 
dead malls and desperate 
malls,” said Ellen Dun- 
ham-Jones, a professor 
at the Georgia Institute 
of Technology’s School of 
Architecture. “To me, it’s 
just a fantastic opportu- 
nity for us to now address 
the 21st century challenges 
that those properties were 
never designed for.” 

In the Bay Area, hous- 
ing is at the forefront of 
that list of challenges. The 
option isn’t only for dead 
malls — newer shopping 
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Mila George, 3, and her sister, Emma George, 9, of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, eat ice cream in open space beneath 
residential properties at Santana Row.

Committee kills 
proposed bill to 
limit rent control 


Supporters argue that tenants need a 
measure of security against increases

SACRAMENTO » A closely watched attempt to re- 
peal a California law that limits rent control pol- 
icies cities can adopt died at a packed committee 
hearing Thursday, but proponents vow to keep 
fighting — and, if they get nowhere in the Capi- 
tol, to take the issue straight to voters. 

“T think there is no choice but for the conver- 
sation to continue and for us to try to find com- 
mon ground,” said a disappointed Assemblyman 
Richard Bloom, D-Santa Monica, the main author 
of Assembly Bill 1506. 

The raucous hearing attended by landlords 
and tenants underscored the deepening tension 
in the state as the housing crisis shuts out many 
from buying a home and forces residents to pay 
rising rents that outpace their incomes. 

AB 1506 was batted down so quickly by op- 
ponents last year that it didn’t get a single hear-
